Please excuse the delay in this letter but between correcting term 
papers and succumbing to a bout with the flu, my time has been limited. 

My students were quite Impressed by. your talk and by the responses 
to the variety of questions you fielded.

There was a general feeling of frustration on the part of the class 
regarding your statement that the public’s role in the area of intelligence, 
of necessity, is limited. 3

for imposing the strain of a 3-1/2 hour class but our academic schedule 
had certain unusual constraints this year. I hope that you will be able 
to visit our campus again in the future.
